The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  has  the  honor  to  submit  its 
report  and  statistical  summaries  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1964,  in 
accordance  with  Section  62,  Subsection  (2)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Act. 


From  August  1,  1918,  the  date  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act 
came  into  effect,  to  December  31,  1964,  1,105,837  accidents  were  reported 
to  the  Board.  Of  these,  486,389  were  reported  during  the  ten-year  period 
1955  to  1964. 

The  following  summary  of  Board  statistics  is  indicative  of  the  in¬ 
crease  in  industrial  activity  in  Alberta  during  the  past  ten  years.

The  expanding  activities  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Department  in 
1964  necessitated  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  safety  supervisors  to 
35,  located  at  the  Board  offices  in  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  Red 
Deer  and  Grande  Prairie.  They  are  primarily  concerned  with  safety  education, 
accident  investigation  and  job  site  inspection. 

During  the  year  20,424  inspections  were  made,  as  the  result  of 
which  9,314  requisitions  for  the  correction  of  hazards  or  unsafe  conditions 
were  issued.  1,128  accidents  were  investigated  to  determine  the  cause  and 
submit  suggestions  for  avoiding  similar  accidents  in  the  future. 

A  library  of  75  safety  films,  displays  of  personal  protective  equipment 
and  safety  demonstration  kits  are  employed  in  safety  education  programs  for 
both  employers  and  workmen.  The  safety  films  are  available  on  request  for 
showing  to  interested  groups  and  during  the  year  films  were  shown  on  896 
occasions. 
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Safety  lectures  and  demonstrations,  designed  for  the  specific  voca¬ 
tional  classes  involved,  were  conducted  for  students  of  several  of  the  high 
schools  in  the  Province,  the  Institutes  of  Technology,  and  the  Canadian 
Vocational  Training  School. 

The  Board  continued  to  publish  its  bi-monthly  News  Bulletin,  with 
articles  and  news  features  dealing  mainly  with  industrial  safety,  although 
items  of  general  interest  were  frequently  included.  34,000  copies  of  each 
issue  are  printed  and  forwarded  to  employers,  safety  groups,  safety  com¬ 
mittees  and  labor  organizations. 

Other  safety  promotional  literature  published  by  the  Board  in 
1964  included  275,000  safety  posters,  monthly  safety  committee  letters, 
“safeTgrams”,  and  safety  newsletters. 

In  its  work  of  promoting  industrial  safety  in  Alberta,  the  Accident 
Prevention  Department  organizes  and  conducts  safety  clinics  and  first  aid 
classes.  Details  of  those  carried  out  during  the  year  1964  are  set  out  below. 

Five  safety  clinics,  two  in  Calgary  and  three  in  Edmonton,  were 
conducted  in  safety  and  first  aid,  each  clinic  consisting  of  four  to  six  days 
of  instruction. 

Four  safety  clinics  in  which  instruction  was  given  in  safety  only  and 
lasting  from  one  to  three  days  were  conducted  at  different  points  as  follows:

Eighteen  classes  in  first  aid,  each  consisting  of  fourteen  hours  of  in¬ 
struction,  were  conducted  by  instructors  from  the  Board’s  staff  at  various 
points  as  follows:

1,348  candidates  qualified  for  certification  in  first  aid  classes  in¬ 
structed  by  the  Board’s  staff. 

During  the  year  the  Board  made  arrangements  with  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  to  conduct  the  first  aid  training  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 
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The  Board  has  continued  its  program  of  assistance  to  Alberta  industry 
in  the  formation  of  safety  councils  of  which  there  are  now  eighteen.  The 
Board  has  provided  each  council  with  a  plaque  for  annual  competition. 
Each  year  the  plaque,  along  with  an  illuminated  scroll,  is  presented  to  the 
employer  with  the  best  accident  experience  in  the  council.  Regular  council 
meetings  cultivate  a  free  exchange  of  successful  safety  program  methods, 
contributing  greatly  to  the  cause  of  accident  prevention  in  Alberta.  The  Board 
appreciates  very  much  the  work  of  the  councils,  and  is  pleased  to  report  that 
the  accident  experience  in  most  cases  has  improved  considerably  in  the 
industries  with  an  active  safety  council. 

The  Board’s  Rehabilitation  Clinic  continued  to  do  excellent  work 
in  restoring  injured  workmen  to  their  full  physical  potential,  and  in  preparing 
them  for  return  to  gainful  employment.  In  1964,  2,307  workmen  were  treated 
at  the  Clinic,  an  increase  of  231  over  the  previous  year.  The  average  period 
of  treatment  was  21.0  days,  compared  with  25.4  days  in  1963. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Clinic  continued  to  keep  abreast  of  new 
techniques  and  developments  in  the  rehabilitation  field.  To  this  end,  Clinic 
staff  members  attended  seminars  and  courses  in  other  provinces  and  in  the 
United  States. 

Considerable  public  interest  was  created  in  the  film  “The  Road  to 
Recovery”  depicting  the  operations  of  the  Clinic.  The  film,  which  is  twenty- 
three  minutes  in  length  is  available  for  showing  to  interested  groups.  During 
the  year  the  film  was  shown  on  eighty-seven  occasions. 

The  Board’s  program  of  assisting  injured  workmen  to  return  to 
employment  and  retraining  workmen  suffering  permanent  disabilities  in 
order  to  fit  them  for  gainful  employment  was  continued.  2,850  cases  were 
handled  by  the  Rehabilitation  Department  in  1964,  of  which  2,264  cases 
or  80%  were  successfully  rehabilitated  in  suitable  employment.  The  com¬ 
parable  figures  for  1963  were  2,605  and  2,049  respectively.  A  follow-up  of 
workmen  who  had  been  retrained  showed  that  the  majority  were  still  success¬ 
fully  employed. 

The  Board  has  found  it  advisable  to  increase  the  number  of  its 
claims  representatives.  These  employees  perform  a  very  valuable  service  in 
obtaining  for  the  Board  complete  information  in  cases  where  it  is  difficult 
to  obtain  it  by  correspondence. 

The  actuary,  William  M.  Mercer  Limited,  appointed  under  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  Section  62,  Subsection  4  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  to 
make  an  evaluation  of  the  Board’s  pension  accounts  as  at  December  31,  1963, 
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as  referred  to  a  year  ago,  reported  the  affairs  of  the  pension  fund  to  be  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition.  The  actuary  recommended  that  with  the  lengthen¬ 
ing  of  life  expectancy  new  and  more  conservative  actuarial  tables  be  adopted. 
They  also  recommended  that  as  the  Board’s  average  interest  earning  rate 
had  increased  as  the  result  of  the  generally  higher  level  of  interest  rates  on 
investments  purchased  in  recent  years,  the  tables  be  based  on  interest  earnings 
of  4%  instead  of  3 3A%.  Accordingly  new  tables  prepared  by  the  actuary 
were  adopted  effective  January  1,  1965. 

During  the  year  construction  of  an  office  building  in  Calgary  was 
commenced.  The  building  will  provide  space  for  future  expansion  of  the 
Calgary  office  and  will  contain  an  auditorium  to  be  used  for  conferences, 
safety  meetings,  first  aid  classes,  etc.  It  is  expected  the  building  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  early  summer  of  1965  and  that  it  will  enable  the  Board  to 
provide  more  efficient  service  in  the  Calgary  area. 

At  the  1964  session  of  the  Alberta  Legislature  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  review  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  and  its  administration. 
The  facilities  of  the  Board  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  numerous  meetings  with  individual 
workmen,  labor  groups,  employers  and  employers’  associations  to  discuss 
various  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficiency.

Receipts  and  Payments 


Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  a  provisional  deficit 
of  $188,672.13  in  respect  of  1964  and  a  provisional  deficit  of  $264,377.68 
in  respect  of  1963  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements 
4  and  5  respectively.  The  provisional  results  have  been  consolidated  on 
Statement  3  and  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  2. 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  the  fiscal 
year  of  which,  for  the  Board’s  purposes,  is  the  first  of  November  to  the 
following  thirty-first  of  October,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve- 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1965,  and  all  expenditure  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  1964,  have  been  deferred  to  the  next 
fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1963  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1964,  and  all  expenditure  during  November  and  De¬ 
cember,  1963,  deferred  at  December  31,  1963,  have  been  brought  into 
account  in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods.

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  4  includes  the  net  adjustment 
estimated  to  be  required  when  all  pay-roll  audits  in  respect  of  the  period 
under  review  have  been  completed. 

Interest  shown  on  Statements  3  and  4  includes  the  allocation  of  in¬ 
terest  earnings  of  the  pension  liability-funded  in  excess  of  the  33A  %  require¬ 
ment  for  the  current  year,  in  an  amount  of  $300,544.91  to  the  classes  and 
$19,490.13  to  self-insurers. 

Rebates  due  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved 
by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees,  are  estimated  to 
amount  to  $17,400.00  and  have  been  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and 
prior  years,  amounting  to  $11,401.09  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve  for 
rehabilitation. 

During  the  year  under  review  provision  for  silicosis  in  an  amount  of 
$167,252.00  shown  on  Statement  4  has  been  charged  only  to  those  classes 
that  have  experienced  silicosis  as  an  industrial  disease. 

An  additional  provision  for  disasters  in  an  amount  of  $59,859.92  in 
respect  of  Class  39-5  has  been  shown  as  an  adjustment  to  class  balances  on 
Statement  5. 


ASSETS 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  increased  by  $1,276,796.45  being 
the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when  all  pay-roll  audits  have 
been  completed  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review.  The  reserve  for  doubt¬ 
ful  assessments  receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1964, 
and  is  considered  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling 
$19,921.67  were  written  off  as  uncollectable.  Recoveries  of  accounts  pre¬ 
viously  written  off  amounted  to  $1,529.57. 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages 

Advances  to  employees  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  automobiles  re¬ 
quired  for  Board  business,  secured  by  chattel  mortgages,  amount  to 
$21,850.81.  Repayments  have  been  made  as  required. 

Investments 

Investments  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two 
officials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  Edmonton,  and  were  verified 
by  examination.  Investments,  all  of  which  are  registered  in  the  name  of  the 
Board,  are  summarized  hereunder:

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 
Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  applicable  to  the  twelve- 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1965,  have  been  deferred  in  full  until 
the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise  all  expenditure  during  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber,  1964,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been  deferred. 
The  net  revenue  of  $418,398.85,  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet 
under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  rebates  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1964  could  not  be 
determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board’s  accounts,  but  provision,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,323,600.00  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements. 

Claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate,  based  on  opinions 
of  officials  of  the  Board  and  the  experience  of  certain  prior  years,  of  the 
amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims  pending  and  unfinalled 
claims  with  the  exception  of  those  costs  chargeable  to  the  reserves  for  silicosis, 
rehabilitation,  disasters  and  enhanced  disabilities,  and  those  in  respect  of  self- 
insurers’  employees. 
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Pensions 

An  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board’s  liability  with  respect  to  pensions 
made  as  at  December  31,  1963,  indicated  that  the  amount  provided  ex¬ 
ceeded  requirements  by  $1,118,700.00. 

Silicosis 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the 
adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  rehabilitation 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  payments  for  medical  services  in 
respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve 
following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948,  of  the  amount  standing  to 
the  credit  of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 

Expenditures  for  rehabilitation  charged  to  the  reserve  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $181,782.34  as  shown  on  Statement  11. 

Total  capital  expenditures  to  December  31,  1964,  for  the  rehabili¬ 
tation  clinic,  amounted  to  $2,049,419.54  and  have  been  charged  to  the  re¬ 
serve.  These  assets  are  not  reflected  on  the  attached  balance  sheet. 

Provision  for  the  reserve  for  the  period  amounted  to  $149,560.00. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

Reserve  for  enhanced  disabilities 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the 
adequacy  of  these  reserves. 

Reserve — Section  33- (1)  (k)  (1943  Act) 

The  reserve,  which  under  Section  44-(8)  of  the  1948  Act  is  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Accident  Fund,  is  presently  being  held  to  provide  for 
adjustments  required  under  Section  33- (1)  (k). 

Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision 
for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  2. 

GENERAL 

The  Board  has  a  contingent  liability  for  pensions  in  respect  of  service 
on  the  Board  by  commissioners  for  which  pension  is  not  payable  under  the 
Public  Service  Pension  Act.  Payments  in  respect  of  this  liability  to  Board 
commissioners  amounted  to  $937.68  during  the  year. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  report,  I  certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
attached  balance  sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  the  true  financial 
position  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  as  at  December  31,  1964, 
according  to  information  and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  the  Board  and  the  accompanying  statements  of  revenue  and  ex¬ 
penditure  correctly  set  forth  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  at 
that  date.
